AUTOMATION FOR FARM­ 
ER   Automation, whose bene­ 
ficent miracles have done 
much in recent years for in­ 
dustry, has moved into live­ 
stock feeding   a development 
of inestimable meaning for the 
farmers of the great Corn Belt.

Nutrena Mills, Inc., a sub­ 
sidiary of Cargill, Inc., the na­ 
tion's largest grain handling 
and processing firm, has just 
opened a super-plant for mak­ 
ing livestock feeds. The plant, 
in Peoria, III, Is so thoroughly 
automated that the man-hours 
per ton of feed produced have 
ben reduced to one from three, 
enabling Nutrena to reduce 
feed prices considerably.

An electronic control panel 
takes orders for the feed in 
the form of balanced formulas. 
There are some 80 of these. It 
relays instructions to mixing 
and milling machinery through 
other panels, motors, and 150 
miles of wiring. Each feed can 
be turned out, in one of four 
basic forms, at the rate of 45 
tons an hour! Ingredients in 
elude costly antibiotics, accu­ 
rately mixed into the feeds in 
amounts of fractions of an 
ounce a ton.
